THE GENERAL PLAN 
‘is an old one, it having been suggested 
}as long ago as When ibe Panama Rail- 
road was constructed. Its most famaus 
‘development theoretically was by the 
late James B. Eads, who, as is well 
known sought to apply it to the Lsth- 
_ inus of Tehuantepec. The most ambi- 
‘ous project of the surt so far as 
length is concerned, was the suggested 
construction of such a road across the 
lower part of France between the Med- 
ilerranean and the Bay of Biscay. 

But it is obvious that the question 
of Jength of the read is not one of su- 
preme importance. If the ship can be 
salely lifted to the track and carried 
ten miles, there is no reason why it 
should not be as sately carried 100. And 
just here comes in the point of interest 
in the Chignecto project, which hag cer- 
tain advantages ior testing the prac- 
ticability of the plan at a comparatively 
small expense. The isthinus between 
Northumberland Straits and Chignecto 
Bay, which is at the head of the Bay. wf 
bundy, is oniy about seventeen miles 
wide, and the difference in level be- 
tween the two ends is only about 47 
feet, wilh no engineering obstacles of 
importance on ile route. It is said 
that ali but three miles were graded 
and ali the rails delivered more than 
half a dozen years ago. Ii was pro- 
posed to make the parallel tracks of 
Standard gauge, so that two powerful 


lovomotives could be used to puil the 
ship across. The totai width of the 


trucks wouid be thirty feet, and the 
cradle would project one them, reine 
forty feet wide.

Make a brine strong enough 
to float an egg. Put the cucumbers 
in this and allow them to. stand 
couple of days, or until they absorb 
the brine. When ready to prepare them 
take them from the brine and pour 
boiling water over to freshen them, re- 

ating this several times until the 

ine is out. Remove them from the 
water and pour vinegar over them; set 
over the fire to simmer one hour, Add 
spices, cloves and red pepper. 
an easy and quick method of prepar- 
ing cucumber pickles. 

Some people are very fond of the 
sweet cucumber pickle which is made 
thus: Put the cucumbers in brine and 
soak in hot water until fresh again as 
described above. Boil together three 
quarts of vinegir two cupfuls brown 
sugar, one teaspoonfuleach ground cin- 
namon and ground cloves and two tea- 
spoons of red pepper. Pour this hot 
over one gallon of cucumbers. 

- A sweet pickle which is made from 
ripe cucumbers is very good. Pare 
twelve large cucumbers and cut in 
strips about two inches wide. Take out 


the seed and pulp. Place in a jar in| 


layers, salting each layer. Allow, this 
to stand over night and drain. next 
morning. Boil in one pint of vinegar 
two pounds of sugar, one half ounce of 
cloves and one stick of cinnamon. Place 
the cucumbers in this and boil until 
tender. Take them out and put into 
a jar. Boil up the vinegar again and 
pour over them. Cover closely. 
Cucumber catsup is less used than 
tomato catsup, but some people are 
very fond of it. Take cucumbers suit- 
able for table use. Pare them, slice and 
remove the pulp. Chop fine, and for 
every quart of chopped cucumber mix 
in one tablespoonful of salt. Let this 
remain over night in a covered jar.

ing response, dated New York, Octo- 
ber 20, 1876; : 
“Gentiemen,—Since you have seen 
fit to recognize the receipt of our let- 
ler, we will now send you our price 
for the return of the goods. The United 
States coupon bonds and money taken 
cannot be returned; but everything 
else—bonds, letters, and papers, to the 
smuallest document—wiill be returned 
or one hundred and fifty thousand dol- 
lars. If these figures suit you, we 
will make arrangements, according’ to 
our proimise, and you may have the 
goods as soon as preliminaries can be 
arsanged for the safe conduct of the 
business. If you agree to this price, 
insert in ‘The New York Herald’ per- 
suual column the simple word, ‘Agatha.’ 
“Respectfully, etc., 
“RUFUS.”
